SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  DISTRICT. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


All  houses  within  the  Borough  arc  supplied  by  piped  water;  no 
stand-pipes  are  in  use  for  domestic  supply.  Bacteriological 
examinations  and  chemical  analyses  are  taken  monthly  and  are  uniformly 
satisfactory.  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  plunbo-solvent  tendency. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Permission  has  been  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  following 
an  official  enquiry  to  extend  the  present  sewage  disposal  works  on 
a site  more  removed  from  the  town  conditional  on  the  Council 
investigating  the  question  of  tho  prosont  sewerage  facilities. 

Work  is  in  abeyance  at  the  present  tine. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  approval  has  been  given  and  a start  made  on  the  5 
houses  on  the  Fairfield  site  and  5 houses  on  tho  icing’s  Road  site. 
Owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  the  erection  of  the  houses 
progressing  very  slowly  and  although  practically  all  have  been  comment 
none  have  been  fully  completed  on  either  site. 

Tho  roads  and  sewers  to  the  Doaclc  Place  site  have  boon  complotoc". 
and  tenders  invited  for  tho  erection  of  40  houses  thereon. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  29  temporary  bungalows  were 
erected  in  the  Borough.  (IE  on  tho  Philipscoto  site  and  11  on  the  Hen:. 
Street  - West  Street  site.) 

In  addition  to  this  a number  of  houses  have  been  built  by  private 
enterprise. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Duties  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  1920  - 30  are  carried  out  by 
the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Sanitary  Inspectors  can  also 
take  samples  under  the  Acts. 

All  dairies  and  slaughterhouses  arc  under  the  supervision  of  you:. 
Sanitary  Inspector,  by  whom  they  arc  visited  periodically,  Meat 
inspection  is  carried  out  by  tho  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  (Capt)  G 
C.  Lancaster,  M.R.C.V.S.
